Lake Count)' Will Receive Under the New 

Law Nearly a Solid Thousand 

Dollars 



Over £10,000 will be paid to county fair 
associations in Illinois from tbo state treas- 
ury under tUo new law wliicb provides the 
slate shall pay 40 per cent of all premiums 
paid at cacli fair, exclusive of purses in the 
speed departments. Secretary E. E, Mc- 
Coy of the state board of agti culture ban 
just received the reports from each of the 
county fair unit agricultural associations in 
the stnte. 

This report shows u total amount of 
$77,815.62 was pnid in premiums this year 
at county fairs. Under the new 40 per 
cent law, the state of Illinois will thus re- 
fund to these organisations, through the 
state board of agriculture, the sum of 
$30,638 24. 

Lake county will get nearly $1,000 ac- 
cording to statements made Friday. 

Kankakee county will receive the largest 
sum wild its one fair, which paid out 
* (.214 in premiums, 40 per cent of which 
amounts to $1,085 GO. The smallest sum 
which the state will be called upon to re- 
fund to any one fair will be. $130.82, to the 
Putnam county fair, which paid oat $327.82 
in premiums. Putnam is the only county 
which receives lew this year than under the 
old law, which made' nn equal appropria- 
tion of , $200 for each county fair in the 
state. 

Under the law, the state paid on an aver- 
age of $13,000 annually in premium money 
to county fair and agricultural societies. 
The new law thus more than doubles 
that sum, and indications are it 
will continue to increase as . eight new 

:ounty fain were added to the list of these 

ifTuira.in the slate this year. 

In McLean county a total of $1,183.18 in 

Enremium money will be divided among the 
unty fairs at Danvers, Leroy nnd -Say- 
u .ook. The Danvers fair; wbicb paid out 
$030.50 in premiums, will receive $252 20 j 
the Leroy fair with $1,320 75 in paid' pre- 
miums, will gef $530.70, and the Saybrook 
fair will get 40 per cent of the $1,000.70 
in paid premiums wliicb will amount to 
$400,20. 

The largest number of fairs in any one 
county was in Will couuty t where Ave such 
fairs were held tbis year. These were the 
fairs at El wood, Joliot, Monee, Pluinfletd 
and Peotone, which paid but in premiums 
a total of $3,682.60, 40 per cent of which 
is $1,473 04. This amount, however, la 
less than was paid out by the single fair in 
Kankakee county, 

Madison county, with a fair at Highland 
which pnid out in premiums the sum of 
$770.75, will receive $308 30 of tbe appro- 
priation. Eandolph county, with $549 
paid out by tbe fair at Houston, will re- 
ceive the sum of $210.60. The Macoupin 
county fair at Carlinville, which paid out 
$015.50 in premiums, will get $300.20. 

K large number of counties in the stale 
have no fairs, including Macon, Monroe. 
Washington, Clinton nnd others, and these 
districts naturally receive none of the . ap- 
propriation. In view of the fact that 40 
per cent of tbe premiums paid out by the 
county fairs has proved to bo such a great 
sum, much encouragement Is offered in 
those counties in the way of organizing 
fairs.

Hopkins, the Zlon under- 
taker who very frankly declared on the 
stand at the coroner's inquest that Xion 
does not do things like the world, oven, as 
regards tbe obeying of laws, has been cited 
to appear before the slate board of health. 

Sheriff Griliin received papers in the 
l-bi-p Monday morning ami served them. 

They call for tbe appearance of Hopkins 
before the state board at its next meeting, 
December 3, in the Cook county court 
house in Chicago nnd he must f-tiow cause 
why liis license as nn undertaker and em- 
hiilmer should not be revoked 

If tbo records of the coroner's inquest 
nre to be believed, Hopkins is tbe man 
who, u dine as undertaker, prepared mur* 
dered Mrs. Greenhnlgh's remains for inter- 
ment after he had seen that her limbs were 
shuttered by the fanatical treatments ad- 
ministered.. 

In fact be is even alleged to have said, 
"Thin is acaso of manslaughter," if the 
story Walter Greenhalgh is to be credited. 

Hopkins is said to have acted as a be- 
liever in the Purhaniile faith, which if re- 
ports are true should bo driven .bag and 
baggage em of the slate of Illinois,. scatter- 
ed to the four winds its practice* interdict- 
ed under pain of prison. 

Hopkins was fined $25 nnd cost, but ap-

The village of Pleasant Prairie which is 
usually heard from whenever the powder 
mills explode, made a new bid' for notor- 
iety lato Monday evening whan that vil-. 
Inge was picked out as the destination for 
n gang of nbout three hundred mid fifty 
mechanics and laborers from Chicago who 
went to that place with the expectation 
of finding numberless jobs. 

The men unloaded from an afternoon 

■ 

train and hurried to the Ufiin-Rund 
powder mills to report for work, bat it here 
was no work to be bad and the company 
bad not hired anybody, in fact the mills 
employ only about thirty men. 

"But we paid Frank B, Anderson, of 
tbe Standard Employment Agency in Chi- 
cago, for securing us jobs hero and he said 
you had agreed to put us to work at once" 
said one of the victims. And the crowd 
produced credentials to show that such 
was really the case, 

Nothing could be done however, and 
Ihe men, ninny of whom were penniless 
began to look about for some place to sleep, 
as the village is a, small one it would be 
almost .impossible for that amount of men 
to (hid lodging there even if thoy bad the 
necessary means, Some of the men went 
to sleep where ever they could, others 
walked to Kenosha in the hopes of getting 
a train to Chicago while others started on 
a long weary trump back to Chicago. " 

About one hundred of the ruen reached 
Kenoslin about midnight. All being, com- 
rads in common sorrow the money in tbe 
party was so divided that it purchased 
tickets for tbe men to tret as far as Evans- 
ton on the electric line. President Frost 
of the Ohicngo & Milwaukee road hearing 
of their plight ordered the men curried 
free as far as tbe line went. 

The crowd was ' a cosmopolitan one, 
nearly every nationality and "every trade 
being represented. There were old men, 
young men and boys and every one of them 
had paid a fee to secure a job. 

It has been found tliat Anderson is tbe 
manager of a fake employment agency, 
and that be bad worked a swindle game 
on the laborers by taking a fee of from 
|6 to $1Q from each one for wbicb be 
agreed .to find them employment and rep- 
resented that be had secured them Jobs at 
Pleasant Prairie which would net them 
$3 per day. The crowd paid their money 
but the jobs were not forth coming. 

Some of the men accepted the matter 
good nataredly but others, were violent 
and it is pretty certain that could tbe man 
who swindled them have been found on 
the prairie there would have been one 
grand celebration.

C.& M. C. Hy to I Inaugurate Two-Hour Ser- 
vice Between Evanston and Milwaukee 

Two-hour service from Evanston to Mil* 
waukeo is being planned, according to rep- 
resentatives of the Chicago & Milwaukee 
Electric Railway. The company Is slrain- 
injr every effort to complete the Racine* 
Milwaukee extern ion by December 1. 

In order to accommodate the heavier 
business wbicb will fall on the old St. Paul 
right of way north of Davis street, Evnnb- 
ton, by the operation over it of the traffic 
of both the Chicago & -Milwaukee Electric 
and tbe Northwestern Elevated up to tbo 
Wilmelte line, two additional tracks are 
to be added. The work is now under way 
and by tbe time the electrification of tbe 
lower right of way bns been completed this 
section will be ready to accommodate 
truins on four trucks. 

This will enable the Northwestern Ele- 
vated to do its switching nnd relaying or 
trains nt the northern terminal without in- 
terfering with toe operation of cars by the 
Chicago £ Milwaukee Electric. 

The latter line is breaking in tbe coaches 
"wbicb are to be used in the Evanston-Mil- 
waukeo express service. They have been 
built expressly for highspeed. , 

It has been found that' tbe cars will 
maintain a • speed: of sixty or sixty-live 
miles nn hour without difficulty, They 
have been built on lines laid down by the 
company's engineers, being higher and 
narrower than the ordinary long interurbnn 
coaches. Tbey can thus be operated on 
tbe streets in Milwaukee, where tbe inter- 
track space is small. 

A large number of changes have been 
completed in tbe tracks during this season. 
Curves have been straightened by the pur- 
chase of corners of property and wherever 
possible tbe tracks have been placed nbove 
tbe public highways.

Our neighboring village Genoa Junction 
was tbe scene of a destructive fire Monday 
morning of last week and' m a result Ihe 
school building in that village is a mass 
of ruins, The fire originated in tbe attic 
and is supposed to have been caused by n 
defective chimney. 

Tbe fire was discovered at about' eight 
o'clock by the principal, who . immediately 
gave tbe alarm. The fire had gained such 
headway however that all efforts to check 
tbe Barnes proved ineffectual, but . a large 
share of the furniture and school books 
were saved. 

This fire will prove to be a bard blow to 
Ihe residents of that village, more yo be- 
cause of the fact that their school building 
was practically a new one. The building 
was valued at aoout- $10,000 and was in- 
sured, for 17,000. It: was remodeled in 
1901, when a ball way, and four rooms were 
added and a portion of the debt contracted 
thereby ii still unpaid, -The ruins are be- 
ing cleared away and anew building will 
be erected as soon as possible. In the 
meantime the school holds its 'sessions, in 
three sections. Tbe lower grades in the 
parlors of the Congregatioiiat nnd Method- 
ist churches and the high school in Miller's 
hall. 



The saloon keepers at High wood have 
announced that they will not fight tbe new 
law wbicb becomes effective Janunry 1 
and compells them to go out of business. 

But, it | s stated that most of tbem have 
planned to open Jit llinrd-pool places where 
they will conduct games and sell soft 
drinks. 

Very few of tbem are planning to move 
away and none of tbem are planning 
to sell their buildings because they figure 
tbey can make almost as much out of pool 
and Boft drinks as they do out of other 
things the way they conduct their business 
ut the present time. 

The nearest saloon to tbe village of 
High wood after the first of January will 
be at Ralfday, four miles to the west, 

It was reported all aloag that tbe saloon 
keepers and owners of tbe buildings in 
High wood would make a fight ugainst the 
new law and that the government would 
have a tussle to get tbem out of tbe town, 
but the announcement of peace and future 
plans shows that such a trouble will not 
develop.

The resignation o{ Ben' Miller of Liber- 
ty vl lie .'caused a number of applications' 
from 'Lake county' men to .be'sent to Con- 
gressman Foeb for his position, but it de- 
velopes that it has. been promised to a 
Cook county maa, , 

When .questioned ^on tbe matler ; Con- 
crrcesmau Fobs stated that it was true,, thai 
he bod promised the secretaryship to a 
Cook county ram, Ho said J "Lake county 
has had the honor for some years and there 



The recent elections in centra! and 
southern Illinois serve to bring cIobb to the 
mini who deals In liquors tbo wave of pro- 
hibition nnd temperence which has been 
sweeping over tho country. 

If the election districts that went dry in 
tbe state of Illinois were only a few spots 
on tbe national map tbey would not be 
worth paying attention to, but tbey are not 
isolated. Tbey nre added to tbe already 
existing thousands of dry spots throughout 
tbe length and breadth of this country. , 

It is for this reason tbut tho saloon men, 
tbe wholesaler, the distiller and tbe brewer 
stands aghast, as well he might; for, while 
the Prohibition party ns such has been 
ranking little gains in actual votes, it baa 
been spreading its doctrines wbicb, when 
divorced from other political questions, as 
tbey have been in the local option laws, 
find expression in decided practical op-' 
position to tbe saloon. 

What happened in Illinois recently and 
what is very likely to continue to happen , 
for some time has already happened in/' 
many other etates. ^ / 

Actual statistics show that W.QQO.QQS 
the eighty odd million inhabitants of ilr»- 
United States now live in communities in 
which the law docs not permit the sale at 
alcoholic beverages. In other words, con- 
siderably more than one-third of nil the in- 
habitants of tbe country can not buy liquor 
in their neighborhood at licensed bars and 
in the great majority of these dry commu- 
nities, should any of tbe inhabitants defy 
the law nud spend their money to quench 
their thirst, they would run tbe imminent 
risk of penalties and subject to condign 
punishment tbo persons from whom they 
bought the liquor. 

, The liquor question cuts a figure in ■ 
nearly every state campaign closed'" by tbe 
elections. In Kentucky, New Jersey and 
Delaware it was tbe decisive issue. It 
swept from power the Democratic party in 
Kentucky and came near ousting the Re- 
publicans from intrenched power in New 
Jersey. And, singularly enough, tbe high- 
est vote ever polled by the' Prohibition 
party in a national election is only a little 
more than a quarter of a million out of a 
total vote of about, 30,000,000. That was 
in 1904. In tbe preceding national cam- ■ 
pnign the Prohibition candidate for presi- 
dent received only 208,914 votes. When 
political excitement was at fever heat in < 
1896 the Prohibition vote was 132,001. No 
strong party bos ever espoused prohibition 
in a principle, and yet no great party has 
ever dared denounce it. 

Prohibitionists are now preparing to 
force upon both grent parties in next year's 
campaign recognition of a growing popular 
sentiment in their platforms. - For this 
purpose the executive committee of the na- 
tional Prohibition party will meet. in Chi- 
cago on November 20 to designate the 
time and place for holding the national. - 
convention ahead of Republicans and Dent- 
ocrnts, 

It is proclaimed to be the intention of 
the temperance men to demnifd of the two 
great parties the insertion of a plank in 
their respective platforms favoring the en- 
actment of laws that will prevent the. ship- 
ment of liquor into states that have adopted, 
prohibition, In the' coming session of 
cfingres* a hill currying this provision, will 
probably be passed. It was presented in 
the Inst session as the Hepburn- Dol liver act 
and was defeated by a very narrow margin.

TAKE $2,200 TO HOTEL 



Boiet by Police, They Escape Through 
Window, Leaving Behind Them 
91.B00 In Silver Coin. 




Bloomlngton, 111. — Tho State bank 
at Clinton was hold up and robbed of 
|2,200 ]n coin shortly before Ave 
o'clock Monday of tornoon by two men, 
who made their escape. 

It was Just' a few minutes after 
closing time, whon the men appeared 
In tho bank aad with drawn revolvers 
forced Cash I or Murphy, Assistant 
Cashier Argo and Bookkeeper John 
Young to enter the big vault, in which 
they locked them. Tho bulk of tho 
money had already been placed in the 
currency safe In tho vault and tho 
tlmo lock sot, but 12,200 In gold and 
silver remained on tho 'counter. This 
tho robbers shoveled Into a bag and 
took with them to tho Hotel Henlon, 
where they had previously engaged a 
room. They had arranged tho money 
In rolls so that It could be cosily car- 
ried, and wero just about to leavo 
tho hotel whea officers learned of 
their presonco and attempted to break 
In the door. 

Before they succeeded tho robbers 
jumped from a window onto an ad* 
joining roof, taking only tho $700 In 
gold nnd leaving $1,500 In silver In 
the room. It was dark when tho men 
escaped and all trace of them was 
lost 

Before the highwaymen loft tho 
bank building they called up tho tele- 
phone operntor and requested her to 
send Bomo ono to the hank and re- 
lease the three bank officials impris- 
oned in tho vauIL Charles Parker, 
collector for the bank, was the only 
person who knew tho combination to 
the vault and after a short Bearch ho 
was found and hurried to the assist- 
ance of the Imprisoned, men. When 
Parker opened 'the vault door tho 
three men wero almost suffocated.

THREE BROTHERS, EACH MAYOR. 

All Are Democrats and All Were 
Elected on the Same Day. 

Muskogee, I. T.— The Watts family, 
of which W. J. Watts waa the head In 
Indian territory, has a record that Is 
without a parallel. 

There are three Watts ■ brothers, 
each of whom Is mayor of the town 
In which he reslde's. alt of them Dem- 
ocrats, and ail were elected to the 
office of mayor on the aame day. 

W. J. Watts came to lad I an terri- 
tory la 1871, and established a home, 
Ho lived In the Cherokee Nation until 
1901, when ho died, leaving three 
Bans. They are JeBBe Q. Watts, mayor 
of Saltlsaw; Thomas J. Watts, mayor 
of Mulgrow, nnd Charles G. Watts, 
mayor of Wagoner. All three are law- 
yers. 

W. J. Watts was prominent In the 
Indian politics of the Cherokee Na- 
tion, and made one of the greatest 
fights la tho history ot the. nation for 
the establishment of certain rights of 
citizens of Uiat jurisdiction. Tho elder 
of the sons, Jesse O. Watts, 1b a prob- 
able candidate for the Democratic 
congressional nomination .from 'the 
Third district. 



Flrea Hotel, Kills Man, Stabs Others 
and Is Slain. 

Alamosa, Col. — After sotting fire to 
the Palace hotel early Monday and at- 
tempting to commit suicide, Basllio 
Bodriguez, a government reservo 
agent from Espanoln. N. M., stabbed 
C. B. Anderson, of Coldwater, Mich., 
to death, seriously stabbed and as- 
saulted four other men nnd finally at* 
tempted to kill City Marshal John 
Baumasher, who was trying to arrest 
him. The marshal then shot and killed 
the Mexican. It Is believed that ho 
was Insane, 



Now York. — Investment buying in 
small lots of railroad and Industrial 
securities in Wall street still contin- 
ues In unprecedented volume, and 
stock transfer officers aro over- 
whelmed with work transferring the 
names of new security holders. 

This enormous odd lot buying,' bring- 
ing as it docs thousands of dollars 
Into circulation, lias been In progress 
for several weeks and Is doing more 
than anything cIbc, perhaps, to efTect 
n relaxation in the stringent currency 
conditions. 

Washington. — Details of many new 
projects for improving tho currency 
aro being submitted to the president 
aad Secretary Cortelyou and aro re- 
ceiving such attention as the other 
exigencies of the financial situation 
permit. Secretary Cortelyou is a good 
listener and usually digests quickly 
essential points of tho various plans 
which aro submitted to him. 

Measures relating directly to the 
currency which are being dlscuBsed 
among bankers and Incoming mem- 
bers of congress may be roughly 
grouped under four heads — a central 
bank of Issue, a central organization 
of tho existing national banks, tho 
Issue of additional circulation against 
various classes of bonds other than 
United States bonds, and the issue of 
circulation upon general assets with 
tho security of a guaranty funds. 

The project of a central bank, based 
upon the general outlines of the Bank 
of France or tho Imperial Bank of Ger- 
many, has apparently been nttractlng 
more attention of late than at any pre- 
vious tlmo In recent years. Senator 
Hansbrough of North Dakota, who Is 
a member of the finance, committee, 
has announced that he will introduce 
a bill for such an institution. 

Mr. Wexlcr, vice . president of tho 
Whltnoy-Ceijtral National bank of New 
Orleans, is openly In favor of a cen- 
tral bank and Bays that tho New Or- 
leans press, taught by. the strain of 
the cotton situation, is with' him.. . 



Second Trial Not Likely to Begin Un- 
til Late In January. 

New York. — The second trial 
of Harry Kendall Thaw, set for 
Monday of next week,. will again bo 
postponed, and there Is little chance 
that It will bo called until some dnto 
well along In January. Tho decision to 
ask for a postponement has been 
agreed to by both sides. It Is due 
partly to tho fact that the task of se- 
lecting of a jury would be doubly bard 
by tho approach of the holidays and 
tho prospect before the talesmen of 
spending both Christmas and New 
Year's day locked up under tho care 
of court bailiffs, and also to tbo fact 
that Thaw's counsel baa applied to 
tbo court for permission to Inspect tbo 
secret evidence presented beforo tho 
lunacy commission during the prog- 
ress of tho first trial. 

As an added cause for delay there 1b 
a rumor that the attorneys now repre- 
senting Thaw may apply for a change 
of venue, declaring a fair trial ' for 
their client in New York county Is Im- 
possible. Such a movo, If made, 
would he based upon tho alleged In* 
friendly altitude of many of tho local 
papers ( and the extent to which the 
evldonco was printed and read in this 
county. DlBtrlct Attorney Jerome will 
oppose tho granting ot a change.

At a meeting of nearly 60 ministers, 
lawyers, and settlement leaders In the 
Young Miu'h Christian Association 
building plnns were laid for the work. 
Tho following organizations already 
have expressed tholr eagornesB to- 
Join In a crusado against tho traffic 
In girls: 

Cook County Women's Christian 
Temperance union; Citizens* league. 
Cook County Fodcrntion of Women's 
clubs, Social Settlement league, Legal 
Aid society, Associated Charities, Chi- 
cago Purity league, National Purity 
association, Belief Aid society, City 
club, Visiting Nurse association. 
Young Men's Christian association,, 
Young Women's Christian association, 
Illinois Training School for Girls, Sal- 
vation Army homo, Floronco Critten- 
den home, Midnight Rofugo Iioubo. 

Many of tho named organizations 
sent representatives to the confer- 
ence, wliilo others expressed their 
willingness to cooporato In any move- 
ment the organization might under- 
take. Miss Hose Johnson, an Eng- 
lishwoman, who has devoted her life* 
to rescue work In Egypt and Panama- 
stirred her hearers to action by as- 
serting there nre paid agents in those- 
countries receiving many young and. 
Innocent girls from Chicago, and that 
they nre sold Into bondage. Judge. 
Necomcr and Assistant State's At- 
torney C. G. Roe furnished additional 
Information ns to the traffic. 

"There Is a great Chicago syndicate- 
for ■ the traffic In young girls," said. 
Mr. Boo. "I havo prosecuted over S0> 
young men who aro tools of the syn- 
dicate. They nre hired to keep com- 
fortable and oven fashionable bache- 
lor apartments to which they lure* 
young girls. I believe the state should 
give ub a force of detectives to ferret 
out the agents In this business .'!

New York, — The Kings county grand 
Jury, which Is Investigating tho recent 
management of the" suspended Bar* 
ougb bank of Brooklyn, returned In- 
dictments Thursday charging lnrceny 
and other offenses against Howard 
Maxwell, who wan president of the in- 
stitution when Its doors wero closed; 
Arthur B, Campbell; the deposed 
cashier, and Wllllnm Gow,'. n director 
who holds a controlling share of the 
bank's stock. 

The three men were arrested and 
arraigned, All pleaded not guilty and 
were hold for a hearing.- Campbell 
and Gow each furnished f 20,000 ball. 
Maxwell' was unable to secure tho 
$30,000 bond* required of him and wont 
to jail for the night 



Signs That the Country Is on Eve of 
Revolution. 

Paris. — Reports representing that 
Portugal Is on tho eve of a revolution 
are received hero with caution, as dis- 
patches coming directly from that 
country have been censored and those 
Indirectly across the frontier are held 
more or leas under suspicion. 

Both the reports of tho banishment 
of the crown prince and tho mutiny of 
the fleet are denied by tho Portuguese 
amhassy here; nevertheless, tho mak- 
ing of arrests, the suspension of a 
newspaper and tho repressive meas- 
ures which have been tnken by what 
Premier Franco terms an administra- 
tive dictatorship, seem conclusive evi- 
dence that matters In Portugal have 
entered upon a critical phaso. 

Senor Lima, proprietor of tho 
newspaper Vanguardla, ot Lisbon, 
which was suppressed, is now in Paris 
and considers that a republic Is Inev- 
itable and that the issue will bo de- 
cided before January 1. Ho declares 
that the people are hostile - to a 
dynasty and that tho army Is disaf- 
fected. 



Bible Famine In Galesburg. 
Gnlesburg. — There has been a fam- 
ine of Bibles In Galesburg as tho ro- 
sult of tho recent revival sorvlccs con- 
ducted by Rev. William A. Sunday. 
Bookstore keepers reported an un- 
precedented demand for 'religious, 
books, and havo sent urgent appeals to, 
tho publishers for more supplies. Six- 
ty converts were received recently 
Into tho Presbyterian church, and 200- 
havo joined the Methodist and First. 
Baptist, Other congregations report, 
like acccBslonB. 



"Suffragettes" Silence Gladstone. 

Leeds, England.— The woman suf- 
fragists* Friday virtually compelled 
Herbert Gladstone, secretary of Btato 
for bomo affairs, to abandon his at- 
tempt to address a meeting here. Tho 
Interruptions from the "suffragettes" 
becamo so persistent that Mr. Glad, 
stone declared ho would no longer 
struggle against such tactics. One of 
the suffragists thereupon tried to take 
possession of tho meeting. While she 
was speaking a free fight broke out 
between the men and women of tho 
audience,

Clilna.— Whoever gets a 
square took at tlio real China knows 
that ho has seen tho theater and 
actora of great events that are Immi- 
nent and Impending. Tho Imiwrtanco, 
tho far-reaching lnfluenco and tho 
•mazing rapidity of tho transforma- 
tion now taking place In thla country 
■will be learned with surprise one day 
by tho big, uncaring world outside. In 
tho meantime, It is tho ofllco of tho 
present Investigator to show how 
Christian missions havo become In- 
wrought into ovcry phaso of Chinoso 
life, as a shaping influence. 

Next to tho rolatlon between edu- 
cation and missions must bo men- 
tioned medical missions, that supremo 
proof of the altruism of tho wc3t with 
respect to tho east. Hero again tho 
magnitude of tho material altogether 
precludes anything like n systematic 
presentation or the subject, for medi- 
cal missions are found In every part 
of China, from port cities to remote 
interior towns, placing the healing 
arts of tho west at the son-ice of tho 
suffering east, and thus winning tho 
confidence, respect and admiration of 
tho natives. 

Tho Priestess' Severed Hand. 

An interesting story of contrasts is 
told In connection with tho now 
American Baptist hospital at Hanyang. 
"Where the imposing modern structure 
of gray stone now rises, outside the 
city wall, there was formerly a little 



ful. Tho various mission presses, 
notably the famous Presbyterian Mis- 
sion Press. Shanghai, havo been In' 
cnlculahly Influential. 

An Instnnco of tho way Christian 
literature is being rend by nil classes 
la shown by tho wiilo circulation of 
Hallcck's Almanac, of which this year 
more than 100,000 copies were pur- 
chased by individual Chinese, It Is 
an almanac somewhat after tho fash- 
ion of Franklin's "Poor Richard's Al- 
manac," although avowedly used for 
purposes of Christian propaganda. "* I 
watched a missionary selling theso In 
an , Inland city, and his supply — so 
largo that It took both himself and an 
assistant to carry it — wag soon exhaust- 
ed. In her sudden thirst for new 
knowledge, China finds herself pur- 
chasing by tho myriad tho books pre- 
pared by missionaries. 

Making Shoei Out of Bibles. 

In the lavish freo distribution of all 
this literature, It Is inevitable that 
abuses arise; from several widely-sep- 
arated missionaries I have heard tho 
complaint that portions of tho BIblo 
are being used to mnko soles for Chi- 
nese shoes, since they can bo pur- 
chased more cheaply than common pa- 
per. The donorB to tho BIblo so- 
cieties never Intended to help Chinese 
soles after this fashion. I am assured 
by the agent of tbo American Bihlo 
society for China that, speaking only 
for his own society, this abuse has

temple of medicine, attended by a Iono 
priestess. But tho temple languished, 
and to win the favor of tho idol and 
tho people tho priestess with the own 
right hand severed her left hand at 
the wrlsL Now she wears tho with- 
ered hand as an amulet around her 
neck. Nevertheless her little temple 
of superstition has given way to a 
groat temple of healing, where a 
skilled missionary ductor ministers to 
the sick of that teeming ancient city. 
The magnitude of somo of these 
mission hospitals Is beyond the grasp 
of tho westerner who thinks that all 
big things are near at home. Not ono 
tourist In 10,000 who touches Shanghai 
knows that out by the west gate of 
tho city Is tho Woman's Union hos- 
pital, in charge of Dr. Elizabeth Rclf- 
enytler, of Pennsylvania, which last 
year treated more than CO.000 patients, 
preaching to them all, as well as to 
tho crowds of relath'es and friends 
who accompanied them. St. Luke's 
hospital, of tho Protestant Episcopal 
mission, in the samo city, is in quite 
tho samo class with It, and both arc 
institutions of which any progressive 
city In Christendom would be proud. 
Canton, the Chicago or New York of 
China, has two notable medical Insti- 
tutions in the Canton Medical college 
and tha E. A. Hackett Medical College 
for Women. Both havo hospitals at- 
tached, and tho latter, in care of Dr. 
Mary H. Fulton, the only ono of the 
sort In tho empire, has received the 
highest official and public honors. 
Everywhere I went In China I found 
tho missionary doctor, engaged in 
manifestly noble work, and earning 
tho praise of all classes. 
A Christian Newspaper for China. 
Before I had got aa far south aa 
Shanghai tho conviction had forced It- 
self upon mo that one of tho most 
potent agencies that could bo employ- 
ed by the missionaries, in tho present 
state of this nation's development, 
would bo a liberal dally newspaper, 
actually presenting tho whole world's 
news, and at the samo time main- 
taining a broadly progressive and 
Christian attitude. There are men al- 
ready on tho field, with a mastery of 
tho language, who are equal to this 
task. '. When I ' reached Shanghai, I 
found the great Dr. Timothy Richards, 
general secretory of tho Christian Lit- 
erature, society, bubbling over with 
the same project. The scheme Is 
rather outside the scope of any one 
board, yet' It should not bo difficult of 
realization. 

Whatever may bo tho future of tho 
old-fashioned tract, the place of lit- 
erature In the' modernization and 
Christian Izatlon of China 1b obvious- 
ly of tremendous < Importance", The 
whole nation is giving attention to 
reading. ; The worker .the Christian 
Literature society has been vastly use- 



never been charged against any of bis 
more than 100 colporteurs, who are 
not paid by commission, which is the 
root of tho evil. Loss than ono per 
cent of tho total annua] circulation of 
more than hnlf a million copies Is giv- 
en away; the cheapest Now Testa- 
ments and gospel portions, on native 
paper, are sold nt one-third tho cost 
of manufacture. Whatever evils exist 
In connection with tho distribution of 
the Bible in China will probably bo 
corrected in connection with tho forth- 
coming Robert Morrison centennial in 
Shanghai. 

The great gathering, convening 
April 25-May 5, which is the ovent to 
which all missionary eyes are turned, 
promises to bo a memorable mllestono 
In Missionary history. Committees of 
experts have beco at work for 12 
months preparing dellvcrnnces upon 
all tho big problems of Chinese mis- 
sions. At this time tho three com- 
mittees which have been at work up- 
on tho now translations of tho Bible, 
a monumental undertaking, will offer 
the fruits of.thoir labors. These ver- 
sions will bo High Wenli, Easy Wenll 
and Mandarin, and they should bring 
to a consummation a hundred yearB of 
BIblo translation In China. 
Tho Biggest Blunder of Missions. 
This Shanghai conference will give 
a decided Impetus to tho union of nil 
missionary work. Tho biggest blun- 
der of tho missionary movement has 
been perpetuation of foreign denomi- 
national lines on tho mission field. As 
tho "Shanghai f Mercury" .recently 
said, In an editorial upon "Chinese 
Christianity:" "If it depended Upon 
tho Chineso vote, the Christians would 
all unite together In ono National 
Chineso church, without any of tho 
'Isms' of tho weBt, which ought not 
to bo imposed on them and which 
mayhap they will one day cast off." 

A rather careful Inquiry among 
leading native Christians reveals a 
definite tendency toward tho assertion 
of Chinese nationalism in the native 
churches. This nowhere assumes tho 
proportions or the animus so marked 
in Japan, but the "Independence move- 
ment" Is a real factor In the ChineBe 
missionary situation. The foreign 
workers seem well awaro of it and 
hospitable toward it, slnco the mis- 
sionary is not wholly successful until 
he has made himself unnecessary. 
The number of self-supporting Chi- 
nese churches Is quite considerable 
and a few are self-governing. They 
are undoubtedly more In favor with 
the people generally, than foreign- 
manned ' and foreign-maintained 
churches, So earnest are many na- 
tive Christians in thla direction that 
thoy havo organized a missionary, so- 
ciety of their own, to open Christian 
wqrk In hitherto untouched Chinese 
villages. 



While on the Bublect of union and 
comity, frank criticism must be, mado 
of Bomo of tho Bin nller .and rather 
"pccultnr" American sects, which, 
like nm ii y Independent missionaries, 
plant their enterprises tinder tho 
ahndow of long established missions 
and steal away tho converts of tho 
lattor. This sort of proselyting 1b not 
uncommon on tho mission field on 
tho part of these smaller bodlos, al- 
though by all standards it is dishon- 
orable. Giver:) to foreign missions 
should assure themselves that tho 
work thoy support ta not of this sort. 
Thero Is small excuse for theso now 
undertakings going to port cities, 
when there arc thousands of interior 
cities and towns whore not a slnglo 
missionary baa ever gone. 

Big Feet Becoming Fashionable, 
Tho disproportion in which many 
mattors Chinese havo been viewed In 
tho Occident Is illustrated by tho foot* 
binding practlco, Westerners havo 
been led to believe that this has 
in ■■nut constant agony and hardship 
for tho chineso women nnd girls, and 
the subject has been a stock argu- 
ment In arousing sympathy for tho 
poor Chinese. Ono Is therefore un- 
prepared to find theso "lily-footed" 
women such a merry, lively lot, aa 
they toddlo about on tho points of 
their distorted feet In answer to a 
remark upon this, an experienced 
missionary snld, "Thero la no doubt 
that tho suffering Incident to foot- 
binding has been greatly exaggerated." 
If China had no worse evil than this 
ono Bite would hnvo amall need for 
missionaries. 

Not tbnt tho foot-blndlng is other 
than a bad practlco; it la needless, 
stupid, hurtful and probnbly worso 
than tho tight lacing of the white 
woman. Progressive Chinese nnd mis- 
sionaries hnvo all united to break up 
the custom. The girls of mission 
schools are always required to un- 
bind their feet; tho chief reason why 
older Christian women do not always 
do so is because tho pain suffered 
from unbinding would bo grentor than 
the Inconvenience of tho small feet. 
Peasant women are usually big-foot* 
ed; so also Is tho omprcas dowager 
and all other Mnnchu women. Tho 
Mnnchus never followed tho practice 
of binding feet 

So substantia] has been the prog- 
ress made in this reform that tho 
Anti-foot Binding Society, vigorously 
led by Mrs. A. Little, and aorved by 
many European ladles, recently closed 
out its affairs, after ton years of uc- 
tivo campaigning. The fight for big 
feet Is now so far won that its further 
prosecution Is left to tho Chineso 
themselves. 

Waging War on Opium. 
Everybody knows that Chinese 
smoke opium; strangers to tills land 
do not realize to what an extent it has 
permeated the national fabric, so that 
It has debilitated tbo physical 
strength of China and sapped the 
moral fiber of its countless victims. 
To an even greater extent than strong 
drink, opium unfits Its user for use- 
fulness. For years the missionaries 
havo hammered away at tblB.seemlng- 
ly hopeless subject, Rev. Dr. H. C. 
DuBosc, of Soochow, being tho most 
tireless and dauntless opponent of 
opium In tho empire. 

At last the lethargic nation ban 
been stirred. The Chinese them- 
selves have become concerned at tho 
spectacle of their public men mado 
inefficient by opium, and their newly 
educated youth rendered powerless by 
the drug. In an inspection of tho 
great opium smoking resorts in Shang- 
hai, (thero are 21,000 In that city 
alone) I was Impressed by tho fact 
that it was the yourig, tho prosperous 
and tho educated who furnished the 
patronage; tho old, the poor, the 
wrecked wero smoking In miserable 
hovels In obscuro Btreets whero n few 
cash would "sufuco to satisfy their 
cravIngB, 

Now Chinn la treating with Eng- 
land to Bccure a cessation of tho im- 
portation of tho drug Into. tho empire; 
nnd England, moved by a militant 
sentiment at home, against this dis- 
graceful situation, is lending a listen- 
ing car to China'B plea. For its, own 
people the Chinese government haa 
Issued an astonishing anti-opium 
edict, which Is alrcadr being put Into 
effect. Tho edict declares "It rouaea 
our deep indignation even to apeak 
of tho ' mattor. The court Is now 
ardently determined to mnko China 
powerful, and It Is Incumbent onus to 
urge tho people on to reformation In 
this respoct, that they may realize tho 
evil, pluck this deep-seated cancer, 
and follow tho ways of health and 
harmony. 

"Wo therefore decree that within 
tho limit of ten years, this harmful 
•foreign muck' . be fully and entirely 
cleansed away, and we command tho 
council of state affairs . to consider; 
moauB for tho strict prohibition both 
of opium smoking and of poppy-grow- 
ing In China Itself and report their 
deliberations to" us for approval." 

In all this progress the missionaries 
havo borne a foremost, though often 
unrecognized • part. - So, too, 1 in elee- 
mosynary institution^ the missions 
have plonoored the way for the now 
China to euro for ita own. In Canton 
alono one may aeo a school for blind. 
glrlB, an asylum for tho insane, a 
homo for the untalntedi children- of 
lepers, on orphan asylum and school 
.for children of various ages and coatll*

the election of tho next Cuban presi- 
dent No pains have been spared to 
accomplish this, but ponding tho dif-

■weeks. Taking precedence of all other 
features of tho census la Uio prepara- 
tion of tho registration lists by mu- 
nicipalities and words. Theso natural- 
ly will ho subject 1 to much revision, 
Involving considerable delay. 
Two Million Islanders. 
An cstlmato by one of tho most ac- 
complished statisticians in tbo service 
of the provisional government places 
tho population of tho island at 2,000,- 
000, of which about 400,000 are 
foreigners not entitled to tho franchise. 
It Is Improbable that the prosont 
census will show any marked dif- 
ference In tho figures for 1005. Ha- 
vana, Santa Clara and Camagucy prov- 
inces wero tho liberal Btrongholds and 
probably nro now, They then con- 
tained about 1S0.00O voters.

Gomez Dangerously Sick.

Ivins said: "On that reorganization I 
find that they Increased, their bond 
ls&uo, which hnd thorotoforo been $5,- 
C 00,000, by an additional $8,9 40, 9 GO, 
They mado an entirely new issue of 
preferred stock of IG.000,000, they 
(heretofore having no preferred stock, 
and to tho thorotoforo existing 40,000,- 
000 of common stock they added <2,« 
600,000, making a total of now Issues 
ot |17,94S,0CO, and your acquisition: 
wns nftor this Increase ot capitaliza- 
tion. Can you tell mo what theso now 
securities woro IsBued for?" 

Mr, "Williams said nn explanation of 
tho transaction was given In an agree- 
ment which Mr. Ivlns had. but this 
was not read. Mr. Williams also con- 
tended that tho Drooklyh Roptd 
Transit company, If it hnd bought |6,- 
260,000 ot wator, had subsequently 
squeezed It out

Take 
for Instance the Province ot Sas- 
katchewan tho wheat crop will be 
worth 121,136,000, Last year the 
same crop was 35 per cent larger and 
the quality hotter. The yield was 
worth $24,000,000, Oata and barloy are 
very important factors In all three 
central PtovloceB. At Gladstoao, Man- 
itoba, returns from ono farm were $17 
per acre from the wheat land, $35 per 
acre from oats, and $30 per aero from 
barley. Tho yield of wheat at Dauphin, 
Manitoba, was 20 to 24 bushels to the 
acre but not of a very good grade, 
but the yield ot barley In that section 
was good and bo was tho quality and 
price. At Meadow Lea, Manitoba, 15 
to 20 bushels to tho acre were 
thrashed, bringing a round dollar on 
the market. At Oak Lake, Manitoba, 
on some fields where 21 bushels wero 
expected, twelve nod -fifteen was the 
result; others again where twenty was 
looked for gave twenty-two to twenty- 
five.

' Shrincr? Jiic'kson^n official employ- 
ed by the United States bureau of ed- 
ucation to work In the wilds of Alaska, 
carried Christmas to tho Eskimo. chll- 
rden there In 1S94. Ho gavo a deep- 
ly Interesting account. of how he did 
It In a report to tho ..bureau. 

"For several days Immediately pre- 
ceding Christmas," ho satd, "I took 
occasion to tell tho- scholars how It 
was observed by the whites, and ex- 
plained some features about the day 
as my limited knowledge of the lan- 
guage would admit of; so that, by 
the close of school the day before, 
they pretty well knew why it was ob- 
served. 

"I told the children about Santa 
Claus, and for them to tie their fur 
stockings up near their beds, as he 
was* coming to visit them for the drat 
time, and would' remember every 
child. 

I mado up a lot of little bags out 
of empty flour sacks, and Into each 
one put eight cubes of white sugar, 
about a dozen pieces of dried apples 
and a dozen raisins-— not a very ap- 
propriate assortment for a Christmas 
present for a white child, but it was 
tho best wo had, and 1 found out aft- 
erward that the selection was very 
much appreciated by the little, Es- 
kimo. 

"Although our supplies were very 
limited, I concluded to take enough 
from such as we bad and glvo each 
family the same assortment. It was 
made up of a tin can filled with flour, 
.eight navy biscuits, • ono pint of 
rice, one-half pound of, sugar and one- 
third pound of tea. There arc ten 
houses. In the village, and about 100 
persons all tojd. The supplies above 
enumerated were made up Into ton 
packages. 

"I had tho. herders harness one of 
tho deor teams to a sled, and at 12 
o'clock started with four natives for 
the village, a half mllo west of tho 
station, * „ . ■ 

., "When wo reached tho first house, 
I took a flashlight view of the deer 
standing by the little- skin window 
through which a' faint gleam of light

T THIS Beaaon of the year 

A year, the Christian world 
reverently, turns to the lit- 
tle town o( Bethlehem and 
lovingly recalls the Btory 
of the Savior's birth as Bet 
forth In the simple yet 
beautiful language or the 
gospel narrative. In spirit 
let us go over to Bethle- 
hem and view the place 
whore Christ the Lord woh 
born. 

Hothlohom is situated about six 
miles south of Jerusalem. Starting 
from' Jerusalem by the Jaffa gate, the 
Journey Is over a rough and hilly 
country road amid Beetles that awaken 
In ' the . mind reverent memories 
and till the soul with loving emo- 
tions. Along this very road Christ 
often walked, and here and there at 
different, turnB of tho. road are places 
associated -with some Interesting and 
stirring event In the hlBtory of the 
people of Israel. On the west, Is 'the 
Qihon valley,' where. Solomon was 
crowned and on the south-east is the 
valley of Hlnnom, where nearby, In 
the field of Repbalm, King. David de- 
feated the Philistines. 

But a short distance from King 
David's well Bethlohem greets the eye. 
There orf a high hill it stands, .with its 
closely clustered houses of white 
stone,- Its massive -walls and towers 
looming forth In the brightness of the 
morning sun, while below 1b a rich 
valley with its green, grass, olive trees 
and vineyards reaching, up In terrace a 
to' the '.summit of the hill. ' 



Charm of Bethlehem* 

A. mysterious charm seems to hang 
over the town as otio looks at It from 
this- point and reflects that this Is 
Bethlehem, where Ruth and Boas liv- 
ed and loved, where Jesse and David 
lived, and where Christ, the son of 
Cod was born. What a feeling of Joy 
comes over one as drawing neaVor 
to tho town ho passes through this 
lovely little valley covered with olive 
trees and -green grass, and is shown 
"the field of the Bhepherds" whore 
the angelB appeared to the lowly shep*. 
hordB oil the first Christmas night and 
announced to them the, glad .tidings 
of .the Savior's birth, Leaving the 
roadside and oroBatng over: to "the 
field of the shepherds" one looks about 
the peaceful valley and beholds sheep 
feeding there upon the grassy ' slopes 
and youthful shepherds still watching 
their flocks as the shepherds did In 
the time of Christ, 

Near the field of the : Bhepherds Is 
the field of Boat, where Ruth went 
forih to glean and where Boas fell In 
love with her. Itrwja from thia union 
of Boas ana Ruth that tho ancestors 



of David and Christ sprung. With the 
mJnd thus nwakoned by these hiBtor- 
Ic spots, ono •Journeys along to tho 
gateway leading Into the town. 

Bethlehem has about 6,000 inhabi- 
tants. The. streets are narrow, poorly 
paved, with scarcely a level stretch 
anywhere, while low-sized houses of 
stono line both sides. of the streets. 
Tho lower floor of many of the houses 
Is used for a booth or workshop, 
.whore natives are principally engaged 
in making rosaries or trinkets of 
pearl, coral and olive wood. 

The inhabitants are for tho most 
part Christiana. They are bright ap- 
pearing, neatly dressed and more fav- 
orably Impress ono than the people of 
Jerusalem. It Is said that the blood 
of tho crusadere -flows in tho veins of 
many of the Inhabitants. 

The Cave in the Rock, 

Passing through the narrow streets 
we finally como to the church of the 
Nativity. 

It washers that the inn stood where 
Mary and Joseph, footsore and weary, 
after their long Journey, sought for 
lodgings' but "there was no room for 
them." They were obliged to seek .else- 
where for some resting place. Tho 
chalk-hills of Jitdea are honey-combed 
with Innumerable caves. One of these 
excavations, close by the Inn, was 
used as a shelter for' such beasts as 
the stables ot the Inn could not ac- 
commodate. Mary and Joseph wore 
obliged to take shelter In this grotto. 
Here, amid "the straw which' served as 
bedding for the beasts, far from all 
assistance, on a cold winter's night, 
Mary, the virgin mother, gave birth ;to 
the Infant Savior, 

This cave Is established beyond' all 
doubt as tho place where Christ was' 
•born. From tie earliest times Chrisi 
tlans' have always kept sacred this, 
particular spot. St Justin, martyr 
born in Palestine about 100 yearn af- 
ter Christ, speaks of this cave, and' tho 
pagan philosopher Celsus, writing A. 
D. 150, also knew of It _The emperor 
Hadrian, about 137 A. D., la order to 
keep' the Christians away from It, 
erected 'a statue of Adonla there and 
established Idol worship in the cavern. 

Tho" emperor ' Constantino removed 
the idol and 'erected over the cava a 
church about 33d A. D. At different 
periods since then the church has 
been rebuilt, enlarged and renovated, 
until we find tho present structure, 
with its different' sections belonging 
to the Latin, Greek and Armenian 
rites. Tho courtyard leading to the 
clhirch la paved ' with. large square 
stones and on tho side are tho ruins of 
old columns where the former atrium 
of that basilica stood; This court- 
yard Is- frequently used as a market 
place where the natives gather- to sell, 
their wares. 



Looks tike Fortress* 



The outside of the church looks like 
a fortress with its high stone walls, 

A little door loads Into the church, 
which 1b divided into three sections, 
belonging to the. Latins,' Greeks and 
Armenians. The 'first section, of tho 
church )b tho Greek' Basilica. 'Here 
two rows of marble .pillars support 
the roof and. divide the nave into two 
aisles. These pillars are said to have' 
been takon from the temple of Solo- 
mon. Along the walls are traces of 
ancient mosaics. 

Thoro are two entrances leading 
to the grotto, one by a marble stair- 
case near tho choir In the Greok sec- 
tion of the church, and' tho other from 
tho Latin section/' which la known as 
tho church. of St Catherine., 
. Borne few'years ago : thin church or 
St Catherine was' enlarged and hand- 
somely- fitted: UP by; the, emperor of 
Austria^ 

'.- "Descending the grotto, ono is re- 
minded of the catacombs In passing. 



with lighted tapers, through this dark 
and winding aave to the various 
shrines and tombs hewn out of the 
sides. 

Grotto in Limestone* 

' The grotto Ib formed in a ridgo of 
sort limestone and la 3D feet long and 
from ten to twelve feet wide. It' Is 
paved with stone flags, and the walls 
are covered with white marble. 

Turning to the right we enter a pas- 
sageway to the altar of St. Euseblus 
of Cremona, which Is built over his 
tomb. He was a friend of St Jerome, 
and came to aid him In the founding 
of a monastery at Bethlehem. Ho 
afterword becamo "the superior of It, 
and died In 422 A. D. 

We next como io the chapel of the 
Tombs. 

On the east elds is an altar, beneath 
which are the tombs of St. Paula and 
St. EuBtochlum, her daughter. They 
were descendants of the Grace! and 
SclpIoB, and had come to Bethlehem to 
devote themselves to the service of 
God. Thby distributed -their wealth to 
the poor, aided St Jerome to build 
monasteries,- and -studied the holy 
scriptures under him, 

In tho west wall of this chapel Is the 
tomb of St Jerome, wboro an altar Is 
also 'erected above bis resting place. 
Near by Ib a" small room known as the 
oratory of St 'Jerome. Here the saint 
Bpontbls declining years in prayer 
and the study of the scriptures. 

Retracing our steps to the entrance 
of this chapel of Tombs, we come next 
to the altar of tho .Innocents. Tradi- 
tion relates that he>e .'many ot tho 
mothers of Bethlehem" hid themselves 
from the soldiers of Herod, but were 
discovered and their children stain. 
Continuing along, we are shown a 
small altar known as the chapel ot St 
Joseph, which commemorates the 
place where- St.. Joseph was warned 
In a drcnm'to flee lata* Egypt Over 
the altar Is an oil painting represent- 
ing the Hlght into Egypt". 

Chapel in the Manger. 

Passing through a harrow doorway, 
we observe a round hole-In the ground, 
where, tradition' states, a miraculous 
.fountain burst forth for the uso of tho 
Holy. Family. Prom here we now eater 
the crypt of. the "nativity, whore golden 
lamps shod a soft and brilliant light 
upon "tho various shrines. With feel- 
lags of reverence and devout faith, wo 
approach and. look with wonder upon 
tho little chapel of the Magi, Here 
with gifts of gold, frankincense, and 
myrrh, these wise men from tho oast 
knelt and adored tho now-horn King. 
Near by is another small altar orna- 
mented with lights and sllkon draper- 
ies. It is the Chapol of tho Manger. 
built upon tho spot where the manger 
stood. Here the infant Savior, wrapt 
in swaddling clothes, was laid. As 
tho genuine, manger was carried to 
Rome, a marble one' now is seen where 
a wax Image of the Infant lies upon a 
pallet "of straw. 

- We turn from here to another altar 
more richly ornamented and draped 
with allk and velvet curtains. The 
BOft rays from golden lamps above 
flood tho shrine with a glorious light 
Drawing near we Bee a .large silver 
star sot In the marble. floor beneath 
the low arch of tho marble altar, and 
with awo and wonderment read upon 
tho pavement this inscription, "Hie do 
Vlrgino Maria Joaus Christua natua 
est." (Here Jesus Christ was born of 
the-Vlrgin Mary,) 

How your heart leaps with Joy as 
you find yourself at this snored spot 
where Christ the Lord was born. With 
nn IrreslBtlblo impulse you fall upon 
your knees and prostrate in the radi- 
ance of these golden lamps, and In the 
quiet peace of this hallowed spot ytiu 
think of that first Christmas night 
when Mary, and Joseph sought abater 
within thts:cayo, -where,, hor dayB be- 
ing accomplished, ' she ■; gave -birth to 
the Savior of mankind.

jPRETTY STOCKS FOR CHRISTM 



Not Hard tb*M»ka and Will 
Prove Acceptable 



Stocks are always useful tn filii* i 
and make excellent holiday prcscuto. 
A Blmple but .very pretty stock Is mudo 
of narrow strips of golden-brown vol- 
vet tacked to a collar shape, tho edges 
turned under (Fig. 1). Tho stripes nro 
about a sixteenth of an Inch apart , rind 
are connected by tho effective "fag- 
goting,' done In yollow floss, Yellow 
dots are worked, along the velvet 
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strips, and draped from tho front point 
are two "flare paddle" ends of tho vel- 
vet, the "lower edges sprinkled also 
with the yellow dots. These "flare 
paddle" ends — a new thing out — are 
lined with the velvet Itself, and alto- 
gether this makes a rich as well as a 
warm winter stock, and Is especially 
suitable to the low-necked winter coat 
or suit The same design may also 
be worked In white on a pale, misty 
blue, or in deep red on red. Half a 
yard of velvet, in - this way, would 
make five or six stocks. 

Another stock — a Very dainty ono —

silk faggoting and blue silk dots (Fig, 
2). From the long point In front am 
suspended six rosea made of bias folds 
of the satin, and shirred round nnd 
round.

Ploturea are always welcome to both 
sexes, and a unique way to fix the 
smaller ones Is to get somo plaster of 
Paris, mix It with water until -It will 
pour nicely, and then, after you havo 
carefully placed .your picture— print 
or unmounted photograph — In tho bot- 
tom of a porridge plate, pour in the 
plaster of Paris. Then dry In a slow 
oven, or let It stand for several hours. 
When the mixture Is perfectly bard, 
tap the bottom of the dish, and your 
placquo will come out as smooth and 
clean as the plate itself, and. the- pic- 
ture wilt be so Imbedded In tho plas- 
ter of Paris that the edges' will not 
ahow at all. This Is a very nlco way 
to treat an amateur photq or a head 
of one of the old masters. If It is a 
subject In which the recipient Is in- 
terested he will prize it very much. 
To get the "hanger", on, turn tho 
placque on its face,- place a loop of 
string a little above tho middle, ex- 
actly centered crosswise, and put over 
It a "dab" of the plaster of Pads.

Stand- 
ing on the hilltop, we look down upon 
a populous valley holding In Its lap 
shining towns and cities, and from the 
mount wg look down across tho career 
of Jesus, bright with parables, spark- 
ling with deeds of mercy, glorious with 
wonder words and works. Once none

Bending over the plow, Cincin- 
nati^ meditated his laws. ■ Tending 
his HockB, David wrought out. his 
songs, Moving slowly along tho fur- 
row Burns found his music' in all 
ages' the crook and the plow havo 
united work and health to reflection 
and genius. 




UI1 SAVIOR camo down from 
heaven to shed light on that 
illimitable world which lies 
beyond tho tomb, and to re- 
veal to us a new life which 
begins with death.

mark into squares with a greased 
knife. , 

Popcorn Galls. — pop corn and only 
take tho kernels which arc all 
popped out; arnica a syrup of the fol- 
lowing: One p cupful granulated 
sugar, two cupfuls molasses, butter 
tho bIzo of a walnut, tablespoonful 
vinegar; boil without stirring mull 
It spins a thread und then pour over 
tho corn, forming into balls berore 
It cools; lay on buttered dish. 
Cream Walnuts. — Ono pound of white 
sugnr, i mo- half teacupful of water; 
put on the range and boll until It 
threads — flavor well with vanilla, re- 
move from the tire and stir until 
white and creamy. When cool 
enough to handle, roll Into balls, 
press walnut halves into the sides, 
and drop Into granulated sugar, 
shaking violently for, a second or 
two. , 

Cream Nut Fudge. — Bring slowly to 
boiling point two cupfuls of granu- 
lated sugar and two-thirds of a cup- 
ful of milk. Ball hard until a soft 
ball can be formed by dropping a 
little la cold water, then add' one

The few inches of 
ribbon thai nrp' left free must bo fold- 
ed In bo us to form two home, each 
nearly two Inches and three-quarters 
In length and having a half-Inch wide 
casing In each to hold the draw- 
strings of half-Inch ribbon of some 
suitable color. These strings are run 
through tho casing In tho ordinary 
way, the heading of tho bag being 
considered as If there were nothing 
at all uncommon about it. The rib- 
bon should be tied together at tho 
oiuls .Into a c'rlBp bow, which can ho 
held In place with a fow Btltches hid- 
den away in the center. 

Dolls aro often made to serve an 
the foundation .for a nocdlacose or 
pin holder. It Is 
by no means n 
bad plan to buy 
one or these pln- 
holders by way 
of a pattern and, 
for a sale of work, 
to dress up sev- 
eral of them with 
ribbons of differ- 
ent colors. Tho 
dolts, smnll chlnn 
ones, with • long 
fair hair, can be 
purchased for a 
few cents each. 
For the outer pari 
of the case, half 
a yard of satin 
ribbon about two 
Inches; wide- Is re- 
qui ted. This 
should bo folded 
In half and a 
round hole cut In 
the center of the 
fold largo enough 
for tho doll's head to slip through. 
The two ends should be fringed out 
to tho depth of halt an Inch. - The 
under part of the plnholder, which 
does not show when the whole thing 
Is hung up, consists or a atrip of thick 
flannel, both narrower and shorter 
than tho ribbon, It should bo olthor 
vandyked at the edges or should bo 
over-sown with fancy buttonholing. 

The doll's head Is Bllpped first 
through the hole la the flannel, then in 
the opening In the ribbon. Take three 
yards of three-eighths of an Inch white 
satin ribbon and cut the length la 
three. Tie one piece round the 'doll's 
waist to make. a sash, arranging part 
of this as a loop by which tho holder 
con be hung up. Sew the other two 
pieces in tho center, one on each side 
of the doll's ribbon dress In such a 
way that tho edges are caught to- 
gether about two Inches below the

walfit At one- nhlo the ribbons may be 
ni'itrur tho waist than on the other. 
Thoy must b# tied In, hows with long 
loops. A trimming of laco will hide 
Imperfections- round the neck and very 
narrow, soft ribbon may bo .odd oil In 
the hair. 

For using up odd lengthH of rlbbrm 
about half an inch wide there aro few 
things more convenient than Is Lhe 
loiter or card-holder. A pleco of very 
firm cardboard Is required for tho 
foundation. If this Is not at hand, pos* 
albly two thinner pieces nro to ho 
had. They will answer- as woll If 
thoy are firmly gummed together. Any 
slxo and nny shape may bo chOBon,- 
Some workers may not care about tho 
straight form of the model, and, If

Serge Is a good material for the cov- 
ering, but, it a thinner fabric only Is 
available,- It Is as well to lino it Drat 
wiht thin flannel' or^evon with calico, 
or something left over from tho family 
dressmaking. Tho narrow ribbons are 
arranged In lattice-fashion, ,as evenly 
as possible, across the front of the 
holder after it bag been covered. It 
will be seen from the Illustration that 
the hands are bo arranged as to inter* 
lace and, at every point at which 
they meet, a brass paper fastener is 
run through them and to tho wrong 
sldo of tho board, where it Ib secured- 
In tho usual way. As much trimming 
as tho worker pleases may bo added 
In the way of bows, or roaettea of rlh- 
bona. 

Tho absence of a sensible pocket In 
the skirt of a fashionable dress la a 
sore grievance with many people. 
Rather than bo without a pocket, Uioy 
would be pleased enough to have a 
costume of leas modish cut, but' such 
a thing la beyond the powers of a 
good dressmaker, part of whoso busi- 
ness It Is to run with tho times and to 
make costumes as demanded - by the 
fashion, .whether they, are practical or 
not This Is apt topreas hardly upon 
middle-aged and elderly ladles,- and'

One of Uid beaut leu of stenciling Is 
th« variety of materials upon which it 
may be used, This means an endless 
variety or things to make, and with- 
out having them seem to have been 
run off by. machinery. With different 
materials, different designs and dif- 
ferent color's, the flnlBhed objects 
bear Uttlo relation to one anothor. 

Wood Is tho nicest thing for Hten- 
clllng because It will take anything 
that has color In it from the Indigo 
In tho laundry to tho Ink on tho li- 
brary (a(>te. Dyes, tube paint, houso 
paint thinned down with turpentino 
until the oil in overcome — literally 
anything with color, may lie used for 
stenciling wood. The design is traced 
on a piece of stencil paper of light 
cardboard, and cut with a pen-knife 
of manicure scissors. This pattern is 
then anchored to the wood and the 
color applied with an ordinary artists' 
brush. 

A good thing to experiment on Is 
an ordinary little fruit basket with a 
handle. Let the desien be some of 
the quaint; Uttlo Dutch figures that 
everyone Ib bo fond of, or some of the 
sua-bonnot children that have taken 
their place In almost every household. 
These may be traced from tho original' 
pictures on tracing paper for the pat-' 
torn from which to cut the stencil. 
Or, if you, can draw, make an original- 
deslgu.
